Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant wanted to discuss what appears to be the distinction 
between the prior art and the present claims, in particular: the specific plurality of bottoms ribs and plurality of upper 
ribs and the formation of a top channel and a bottom channel vs. the folded flow field of the prior art. In that, it was 
argued that the present claims are intended to have two different channels wherein fluid flows in different direction and 
wherein both channels (i.e. the bottom channel and top channel) are divided by the ribs (one upon another). However, 
the examiner contended that the present claim language does not necessarily reads on such particular structure. 
Accordingly, it was proposed to further amend the claims to recite that both the plurality of bottom ribs and the plurality 
of upper ribs are in physical contact and the channels (the fluid flow) are going in different directions. .
